Li maiiy respects the appearance of the 
country on either side of tho Lower Eraser 
is not unlike that which greets the eyo of 
the traveller from Astoria to Portland, j 
Li tho area of arable land the Columbia I 
is far .ahead of its compeer of tho Era.ser ; | 
but the soil along both is a rich, strong i 
loam J wiltowj fiv .,.aad7.flpruco, with 
underbrush characteristic "of eSch and 
almost tropical in its thick growth, arc 
common lo both. On all Fr.aser lands 
not subject to overflow roots .and cereals 
are a certain and largo crop ; but 
on lands near tho river's edge occa- 
sional freshets destroy . tho growing 
crops and tho resultKsi^not bo called 
profitable. Added t'6 this annoyance, of 
late years the channel of the river has 
been undergoing a change and as the 
stream searches for a new bed 
it cuts deeply into . the banks. 
At Chilliwliack the Win; Irving steamed 
ovor.a spot whore three years ago stood 
the orchard of D.. W. Miller. The orch- 
ard was 14 acres in extent and planted 
with fruit trees in full bearing. By tho 
action of tho river it ha.s worn away and 
not a solitary tree is now left to mark the 
spot where once trees tossed their fruit 
ladon|rraji^i(M-iii tho air. Mr. Miller's 
house .was. roo.ved back year by year till the 
owhQr,'recOgi51zUgltUd§uiieerto of a 
fouridation'of sand," hii-sprovjcledhis house 
with a base on tho solid rock, and can say 
to the encroaching stream, "Thus far and 
no farther." As we swept by an orchard 
some distance above Ohilliwhack ono of 
the trees planted near tho bank toppled 
over into tho stream, S6me of its fellows 
seemed inclined to follow the example and 
they- aro perhaps gone by tliis time. Q'his 
work of attrition is going on all along tho 
river on both sides from 'Chcam. (an In- 
dian village) to the mouth, but tho effects 
are most severely felt on the cast side, 
Mr. Miller's osporience being a common 
.ono._ At Eopcum a fino sawmill is in full 
motion and a tramway ^convoys the lum- 
ber to tho steamboat landing, whence it 
is carried through to Yale. Many rich 
and fcrtilo spots aro visible from tho 
steamer's deck as she pursues her course 
up, stream ' with commendable rapidity ; 
but the cargo i.-i full and it becomes evi- 
dent that a second nig;ht will have to be 
passed on board tho "floating hotel" .as 
the Wcstininstcrians term the Irving. 

TUE .SCENEP.V. 

Whon tlio sun sank behiiHltlie western 
hills dinner had boon duly discussed and 
tlio passengers gathered in'tho cool of the 
afternoon to watcli the varying shades of 
purple and gold that lingered on' the dis- 
tant hill-tops as though tho expiring day 
were taking ono long, last, lingaring look 
at the world before making a final leap 
into Eternity. The farming land had 
been left behind. Hero and there a 
willow patch.with a adttlei's oi^tUj^oiod- 
man's cabin appeared on the banir, but' in 
many places tho hills iroso at an aciite 
angle from the water's edge — to a height 
of from three to five thousand feet. In 
deep ravines and in situations 
Bholtorcd from tho south wind 
and the hot sun last winter's snow still 
reposed in virgin freshness and iti marked 
contrast with the grim and'' dark moun- 
tains, worn and scarped and seamed by 
tho wear and tear of tho elomonts through 
countless ages. Hero and there wore seen 
cascades leaping from the mountain tops, 
coursing down tho precipitous. aides with 
a rush and roarandplunging headlong into 
tho embrace of Father Friascr, which 
swiftly and resistlessly ' rolled 'Iri his ina- 
je.ity towards tho sea — 

"A varioul journey to the deep, 
l.lkc human life to enfUc^s slejp." 

The foliage which clothes the nakedness 
of tho mountains is rich in hue and variety. 
Tho graceful maplo ' with full, bright 
leaves, (ho lordly, pine and spruce, the 
gentlo'laui*(iI with its' g.arb just turning 
from green to gold, the willow with osiers 
to supply the basket-makers of tlie world, 
and tlio mock orango scenting the air witii 
its delicate white blossom — all find a 
lodgment hero and present a picture of 
the "wild pomp of mountain majesty" of 
iji^hich few countries can J)oaBt.i .t^;^. 

It was evening when thclrving, h.aving 
.successfully stemmed tho mad rifiie at 
Murderer's Bar, and passed Silver Peak, 
where the most valuable argentiferous 
lodes yet found in tho province aro locat- 
ed, tiod.uj) at thc.^fpbt.;0f the, bluff on 
which is laid out-'thie-ioTm 'of Hope. In 
the summer of 1858 Hope was a bu.sy 
mart for the early goldseekers who lined 
the banks and waited patiently for "the 
river to fall. " Several thousand people 
made Hoge their trading-post. Tho busi- 
ness' of '•■'8alS)n;s,'' "restaurants, gambling- 
houses. and^jstoreSo.— was .. nearly all 
carried' on«nnr'.tents.*r~^Hopo was a can- 
vas city. A fe\V: shake -houses and the 
Hudson B.ay Company's store, built of 
logs, wore tho ".swell" estiablishments of 
the day. Tho population was motley. 
It comprisod roproaentatives of every 
clime and avocation under the sun. , Na- 
tives, honest miners, storekeepers, sport- 
ing men and women, newspaper corres- 
pondents, boatmen, clergymen, speculators

had shed blood in California; vigilance 
committee refugees; thieves, — ^joetl.ed each 
other on the bluff ' Sunday was not a re 
cognized day of rest. Trading and gamb- 
ling went pn all day and night. The rat- 
tle of dice and the noise of '. the rolling 
rondo balls across the tables mingled with 
the curses and yells of tho unfortunate 
gambler or the inebriate mad with drink. 
The steamboats all unloaded at Hopo in 
those days. Tho early steamboat men 
declared the navigation of the river to 
Yale impracticable and discharged pas- 
sengors,and icatgees at Hope into canoes 
which took Uiom on to Yale at imminent 
peril to life and property. Those were 
halcyon days . for Hope, which presents 
tho best natural site for a town on tha 
river. It is a broad, level fiat stretching 
back to tho foot of the mountains. "A 
largo city might be built here if only tho 
mineral resources' "of the vicinity were 
developed," quoth aii bid settler who had 
couio down to the water's edge to secure 
some freight. Wo clambered up the 
bank and searched in vain for ancient 
landmarks. Several years ago the town 
was swept by fire and tho houses of '58 
-^including that of gonial "Bill" Sutton, 
of ploMMit' memory — went up in flame 
arid's'mblce."'" Hopo is npw neither busy 
nor wicked. The throngs of 1858 dis- 
persed long ago and carried .tway 
with them tlieir peculiar habits. On the 
spot whoro a noted gambling-houso once 
stood wo remarked a motherly hen with a 
brood of chicks scratching the. soil. A 
few pioneers still^iilMr Optthe/spot; but 
they in.ay bo counted on tlie fingers oi 
ono hand. The town is now as staid and 
prim as an Ontario village. Tho few 
storoa aro substantial and well stocked, 
and the dwellings with neat parlerres .as 
pretty and attractive as any in the world. 
Back of tho town rises in abrupt gran- 
deur a remarkable mountain which at its 
apex presents tho appearance of a hugo 
inverted cone. Up tho steep sides of this 
mountain on Queen's birthday 19 years 
ago toiled John Ogilvio, bearing the flag 
of his country. "E.xcolsior !" He planted 
the Union Jack on tho summit, and 
through all Time tho conoliko shape will 
be known as' Ogilvio's Peak, while the 
loyal heart jtliat prompted tho spirited ad- 
venture, shot through and through by an 
assassin's bullet,' crumbled long sihca to 
dust.

A landslide of unusual magnitude oc- 
curred near Cook'.»".,Ferry about three 
weeks since, particnmsjicif which have not 
previously conio til hand.'

Nui'iibers of fish wore washed out 
of tho river by tho diapiacoment, and tho 
Indians of tho vicinity were for some time 
bu.'jily employed saving and drying them 
for ennsutnption.

On Tliibert several 
claims, owned by white men, wcro yield- 
ing reasonable g'agos and ground worked 
by Chinesirg&npimies gWti jjaying toler- 
ably ij6ll.y StffeiiSclaims'dn the lower end 
of Defdt were yielding from §10 to ^12 to 
tho hand, but the creek is considered to 
have almost "petered out." Grouse and 
Mosquitoe creek, tributaries to Tliibert 
crook, are affording employment to a 
limited number of men, who aro taking 
out about $C per day. French creek, the 
most lecent discovei-y inthe district, pays 
from §4 to^ to the' hand.' Its extent has 
not yot been ascertained, but it is thought 
by many that further developments will 
prove it to bo a valuable creek to the dis- 
trict. ■ A considerable amount of money 
is coming out from McDamo creek and 
tho Chinamen who have recently purchas- 
ed claims aro nuJung^ 912, to thoj hand. 
Geo. Macgregor hw sold out of the Sam. 
Patch claim which is giving profitable re- 
turns. On Walker crook some forty 
white men are mining and doing fairly. 
A rough estimate places the total number 
of miners in tho district at 700, at least 
half of whom are Chinese. Provisions of 
every description arof^ent^ul^ and for 
some time past no pack trains'" have ' been 
rimning. The condition of Stickoon river 
18 favorable for steamboat navigation and 
bids fair to remain so until fall. The Indian 
Johnson, convicted for tho murder of 
Jonkinaon, made a bold attempt to 
escape from custody whilst being convey- 
ed from Glonora to Bease. Qonstable 
Geo. Dougherty and Normansoll had him 
in charge and liad camped for tho night. 
The prisoner w,as heavily ironed, but 
watchinghis opportunity hocropt stealthily 
upon Dougherty who, before retiring to 
rest, had placed a revolver and bowie 
knife. near his head. Fortunately, justas 
the prisoner was withiii a-fewfeet'of the' 
coveted weapons, Normansoll hoard the 
rattling of Johnson's irons, sprang 
upon him and evontu.ally secured liim. 
Had tho rufllan obtained possession of the 
weapons ho would doubtloas have killed 
his guards and then made good his escape 
or committed suicide — possibly the lat- 
ter, as ho says he haa no desir6 to live, 
but before eying would like to "finish" ono 
or two more white men. Ho reached Deaso 
creek in safety and is now tho companion 
of Tom Anderson, who sniffs tho air of 
freedom and leads a life of comparative 
luxury — for a prisoner. Our advices state 
that Johnson is in fine condition, weigh- 
ing upwards of 2001b, Ho says that tho 
Attorney General (Walkera, as he famil- 
iarly calls him,) is ft " bully man," and 
that ho is thoroughly satisfied with tho 
manner in which ho is fed and tho life he 
leads. None of the prospecting parties 
have yet returned and no reliance is 
placed on vague rumors received relative 
to diggings being found in 'tho' Ohilcat 
country and elsewhere. Tho hay crop 
has boon unusually prolific and tho yield 
of potatoes is heavy. Scarcely any rain 
has fallen during the season. Tho quartz 
mills at Sitka aro shut down and a report 
has gained currency that tho Alaska Co. 
are about to sell their property to Cali- 
fornia capitalists. At Clayvock tho ean- 
nory has been employed to its fullest 
capacity and tho fur trade there, '.as at 
Fort Wrangol, has been unusually "brisk, 
high prices prevailing.

Tho change u WRS , n very 
criishing ono foiv .the.; tiin& it did 
crush me terribly, 'a!nd ioi"many years 
I could hardly lift up my head." The 
Bishop then described his clerical life 
inthe New Forest,, at Helminghara, 
and Stradbroko, and. said that be ne- 
ver expected to leave the latter parish: 
"I neverHhgught. that a man w;hq. had 
taken sucna decided stand as I have 
done as a Protestant clergyman, as an 
Evangelical clergyman, would over bo 
called upon by the Prime Minister to 
take the different position. I always 
thought tho quiet men, those who 
won't kick up a row, those who could 
be trusted to go quietly and gently, 
were chosen, and it never struck lue 
that I shonld bo called upon to take 
a higher position than the vicar of 
Stradbroko, But, as you are aware, in 
Ai)ril I was offered by Lord Beacons- 
field the deanery of Salisbury. I did 
not like it at all. I went to Salisbury, 
and -tho-«jore"r-lpofte<iraMfc 'the less I 
liked it; ■/' If \VrdtbU"<J my friends and 
asked them what T should do, and they 
all said 1 ought not to refuse it. They 
said it was my plain duty to go, and 
ao under pressure I accopted it "My 
friends at Stradbroke did me the fa- 
vor to say that I • looked a miaprable 
man. I felt like a dog with his tail 
between' his legs. But although I did 
not feel comfortable, I felt that it was 
my duty to go to London for an inter- 
view on the next day on a very im- 
portant matter. Of course, I could not 
make but exactly what it meant, but 
I felt it rriy duty to go, and ' at 12 
.o'clock I saw Lord Sandon, tho mem- 
ber for Liverpool, who told me they 
had sent for me for the simple purpose 
of asking me wether I would accept 
the Bishopric of Liverpool. I said, 
"I am hot Bb^youug as .some people. 
I am not a wealthy man to take a new 
Bishopric' He replied, "We know all 
that; we have made up our minds 
about that ; the question is, Will you 
take the Bishopric of Liverpool or noti" 
I said, "My Lord, I will go." Salis- 
bury took a week to think about, but 
to be Bishop of Liverpool did " not 
take five minutes. I thought it was 
a clear, plain call o£ duty, I would 
much rather wear out as Bishop of 
Liverpool than rust out as Dean of 
Sali.sbury. Well, I asked Lord San- 
don several questions, which he ans- 
wered, and, this ended, I was taken in 
to Lord Beaconsfield, who gave me 
an interview, kind and courteous as 
one would expect from that wonderful 
statesman. Ho gave me excellent ad- 
vice, which r hope.I.shall never for- 
get I toldihiin* I seas not- so young 
as I us(?d-to bo Al' did not get yoiiriger. 
He took a good look at mo from bead 
to foot, and said, *I think, Sir, you 
have a good constitution.'. ; I hope his 
words may prove true, and that my 
constitution may prove equal to the 
;work(when I get toXiveirpbpi^ .
